Tills docs not mean that any Tom, Dick, 
or Harry bus been Riven the court's blessing 
lo .set up shop in a vacant store, or in Ills 
Iront parlor, or on the street corner, and 
collect S3 or S5 for Klvlnu mlslnrormatlon. 

There Is too much of that sort of thing. 
It was hlKtillijIitetl the other day when llio 
Ncwftrk. N. J., collector of Internal revenue. 
John E. MannihR. said he was Rolng to In- 
vestlgntc certain "so-called 'experts' " wlio 
had been mixatSvSsUis clients. 

One such "expert, " he .said, prepared .some 
00 returns, for fees, on which he chilmed re- 
fund.<i totallnR $24,000. Probably the cUent-i 
were Rratoful— but they won't be when they 
lind that llic "expert" didn't know what lie 
was talking about, and their refunds will 
amount to only $3000. 

Perhaps state legL-ilalurcs ouglit to provide 
some control over the March 1-to-March 15 
type of Income tax expert who has notliinR 
much to sell except initiative and Rail, and 
often Rct^ his clients into worse trouble than 
they would have had by themselve.'i. 

But the answer L'! not to give lawTors a 
monopoly. As Justice ShlentaR pointed out 
In his opinion, most income tax procedure 
rests upon administrative ruIInR.i and Inter- 
pretations rather than upon the definitive 
text of the law. It Is fundamentally a matter 
ot accounting or bookkeeping. 

■nic average lawyer know.i no more about 
such procedure than does the average clerk. 
He knows less of it than a fair bookkeeper 
or a third-rate accountant. 
, This was pointed out to Juatlce ShlentaR by 
n Twy BPOod lawyer. Mathlaa F. Corrca. a for- 
mer United Stites attorney for the New Vork 
district that include.'! Wall Street. 

It he had known about it, Correa coii'h 
have cited the case of the la^Ycr who-;'' 
shingle described him also as an "Income 
fipeclallst," who was building up a nice ire 
Jrom one bewildered client until he made th'' 
mistake of sliowinR that he did not eve" 
Itnow the test for dependency under Inconi" 
tax rcijulatlons, 

A New York rulinR is binding In New York. 
But the reasoning in Justice Shientag's opin- 
ion Is so clear-cut that It ouRlit to dlscourap" 
nny other lawyer's group In any other .stal 
that miRht othonvl.se have followed the Nc^ 
Vork County Lawyers association and trlc'i 
to Rive attorneys a monopoly on income tav 
practice.
